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Hardball anti-protectionist bill risks trade war with U.S, business warns Wynne

Ontario’s Chamber of 
Commerce is warning the 
Wynne government not to 
play hardball with the U.S 
on trade for fear it'll spark a 
trade war. 

“We are concerned with 
any approach that risks es- 
calation of trade barriers, es- 
ply when it is taken only 

y Ontario,” says chamber 
CEO Rocco Rossi. He's 
worried the Wynne govern- 
ment’s retaliatory measures 
against the “Buy American” 
laws could backfire. 

“With the Fairness in Pro- 
curement Act, we under- 
stand that the Government’s 
intention is to respond to 
barriers rather than escalate 
them,” he said. 

In an interview at a Mis- 
sissauga Board of Trade 
event this month, Economic 
Development Minister 
Steven Del Duca told Peel 
Weekly News, the province 
must defend its interests, 
the interests of business 
owners and workers. 

“We wanted to Saas 
legislation that would pro- 


vide Ontario with the oppor- 
tunity to reciprocate if we 
felt we needed to. It’s about 
being prepared and deliver- 
ing a strong message that 
says, ‘we want to trade, we 
want it to be fair, we believe 
we can compete and win but 
if you're going to mess with 
Ontario’s workers, with On- 
tario’s economy, we're going 
to fight for the people we 
represent'’.” 

Del Duca says Ontario’s 
tough talk can be backed up 
by billions of dollars in lu- 
crative provincial infrastruc- 
ture contracts over the next 
dozen years or so. 

“They need us,” he said. 
“Nine million U.S jobs rel 
on trade with Canada, wit 
Ontario. Ontario alone has 
an infrastructure plan north 
of $160b, that’s a lot of pro- 
curement.” 

Business leaders are con- 
cerned the government ma 
try to overplay its hand with 
the Trump administration 
and states like New York. 
They favour a more concilia- 
tory approach with the 


Americans. 

“When it comes to trade, 
our members have told us 
they want our government 
to aggressively advocate on 
their behalf. However, we 
need to do that in a cooper- 
ative manner to ensure 
prosperity and competitive- 
ness for Ontario businesses. 
We will continue to work 
with both the Government 
of Ontario and our Ameri- 
can neighbours to advance 
positive economic coopera- 
tion and positive trade rela- 
tions.” 

President Donald Trum 
won ‘blue states’ like Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin in 2016, 

romising to put Americans 

irst in any trade deal, 
threatening to oan the 
NAFTA agreement and then 
passing tax reform aimed at 
soca businesses to 
grow in the U.S rather than 
abroad.

"There has never been a bet- 
ter time to do business in 
America," Trump - said,

adding his "America First" 
agenda would allow for bi- 
lateral trade agreements as 
long as they favour Ameri- 
can workers. 

Rossi has already taken 
steps to begin working out 
bilateral deals with a num- 
ber of U.S states. “Today, we 


wrote to state chambers in 
Texas, Oregon, California, 
Ohio, Colorado, New York, 
Kentucky, Michigan, and In- 
diana, asking them to work 
with us in pursuing bilateral 
agreements through our re- 
spective state and provincial 
governments,” Rossi said. 


The province has already

‘Media coverage’ - sponsored ad or fake news?

It may look like a sponsored 
ad, but a splashy front page 
newspaper photo welcoming 
Justin Trudeau to India is ac- 
tual “media coverage,” ac- 
cording to a spokesperson for 
MP Ruby Sahota. 

"The cover story you are in- 
quiring about was in a popular 
Hindi newspaper, “Dhanjal 
Baskar’. It was not an adver- 
torial or sponsored advertise- 
ment. Media in India have 
been very welcoming to the 
Prime Minister and MP Sa- 
hota,” wrote Karen Gill, Exec- 
utive Assistant to Brampton 
North MP. 

Ina Tweet during her trip to 
India, Brampton North MP 
Ruby Sahota posted a photo 
of herself with fellow Liberal 
MPs Randeep Sarai and Anju 
Dhillon reading a newspaper 
at the Amritsar airport. The 
cover of the paper includes a 
large picture of Trudeau. 

In the tweet, Sahota writes, 


“Exciting to see all the media 
coverage of our trip to #India 
with Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau as we wait for our 
flight at Amritsar Airport.“ 

Right below Trudeau’s pic- 
ture, there is a paid advertise- 
ment thanking the Canadian 
High Commission for issuing 
thousands of student visas, by 
Vinay Hari, an Overseas Edu- 
cation Consultant who helps 
secure visas for students in 
countries like Canada, the U.S 
and Australia. 

Despite the Vinay Hari ad, 
Sahota’s office insists it’s real 
news, not an ad, suggesting 
there was no intent to mislead 
social media followers about 
the media reception given the 
PM during his trip. 

International news coverage 
of the PM’s trip has included 
stories mocking his clothes, an 
apparent snub by the Indian 
government, an_ itinerary 
heavy on vacation activities

and in a serious gaffe, includ- 
ing a convicted Sikh terrorist 
on the invitation list for two 
engagements with Trudeau. 

The PM has also taken heat 
for the large entourage ac- 
companying him on the trip. 
The bill to the taxpayers for 
the India trip are expected to 
be substantial. 

The Trudeau family’s use of 
traditional clothes was widely 
lampooned as having pre- 
sented a caricature of Indian 
culture. Nearing the end of 
the gaffe-filled trip, the PMO 
responded to the heavy criti- 
cism with an announcement 
Trudeau “today met with the 
Prime Minister of India, 
Narendra Modi, and an- 
nounced a wide range of new 
initiatives and agreements be- 
tween both countries that 
span education, security, sus- 
tainable development, trade 
and investment, and women’s 
health and empowerment.”

“First of all, we’re going to 
clean out all the political in- 
siders, the establishment 1 
per centres that have been 
controlling this province,” 
he said, vowing to give 
grassroots Ontarians a 
voice. 

“That’s all done, the sole 
source deals, the backroom 
deals. No one out there can 
influence me, or buy me. 
The only people who can in- 
fluence me are the grass- 
roots people. The 
establishment, the 1 per 
centers, they’re done,” said 
Ford. 

The other major priority is 
bringing back prosperity by 
creating an environment 
where business wants to re- 
turn. 

“We're going to make sure 
we attract good paying jobs, 
to make sure this province 
gets turned around and 
make it the most prosperous 
region in North America to 
do business in.” 

Ford says bringing back 
jobs means attracting busi- 
ness to the province once 
again by ditching the carbon 
tax 


“That’s a terrible tax for 
not only the residents of On- 
tario, but for businesses. It’s 
a job killer. We’re losing 


300,000 manufacturing 
jobs under the 
McGuinty/Wynne _ Liber- 
als.” 


Ford points to what’s hap- 
pening in the US where the 
unemployment rate is the 
lowest it’s been for 20 years 
because good paying jobs 
are returning to that coun- 
try. 

“Manufacturing jobs are 
coming back into the U.S, 
trillions of dollars are com- 
ing back into the U.S.” 
Meantime says Ford, On- 
tario’s “tax you to death” 
policies with the "highest 
hydro rates, property taxes, 
then hit you with carbon 
taxes. That’s why businesses 
are leaving.” 

Ford is also promising a 
less confrontational ap- 
proach with the U.S, sug- 
gesting trade war with that 
country wouldn’t help any- 
body. 

Economic Development 
Minister Steven Del Duca 
recently told Peel Weekly 
News his government was 
ready to play hardball with 
U.S states that adopted ‘Buy 
America’ policies. The 
province would use its eco- 
nomic muscle to retaliate 
against protectionist states. 

“T don’t believe in fighting 
our biggest trading part- 
ner,” Ford said. “I think we 
can work with them but we 
can’t be weak. On NAFTA, 
we have a weak leader in 
Justin Trudeau. He basi- 
cally got slapped down in 
China and told to go home. 
He got slapped down in the 
U.S, had a disastrous trip in 


India. We need a 
strong leader, a princi- 
pled leader with back- 
bone who can stand up 
to the Americans, and 
stand up to the rest of 
the world.” 

Ford also says paying 
hundreds of millions in 
carbon credits is a 
waste of money. “$469 
million is going to Cali- 
fornia and Quebec in 
carbon credits and I’m 
thinking, you’ve got to 
be kidding me. That’s 
$469 million that could be 
going to hospitals and edu- 
cation, infrastructure.”

Former councillor David 
Cook was sworn as Missis- 
sauga’s Ward 1 interim 
Councillor during a Council 
meeting last week. 

Cook assumes the seat, 
which was left vacant after 
the sudden passing of Coun- 
cillor Jim Tovey on Jan. 15. 
He also became a member 
of Peel Regional Council in 
tandem with the appoint- 
ment. 

19 candidates vied for the 
position, which will be filled 
until the end of the current 
Council term on Nov. 30, 
2018. Candidates ranging 
from city-builders to local 
advocates submitted nomi- 
nation forms and support- 
ing documents and each 
presented their case at last 
Wednesday’s meeting. 

Cook, a former City Coun- 
cillor who served three 


terms between 1980 and 
1988, made a verbal pledge 
not to run in the October 
municipal election, and en- 
couraged everyone who 
nominated themselves to 
run again. 

"It's really encouraging to 
see people come forward" 
for the job, said Cook, who 
noted that the area cur- 
rently has a number of up- 
coming initiatives and 


developments that will need 
to be addressed, including 
the Inspiration and Lake- 
view and Inspiration Port 
Credit waterfront redevel- 
opment projects, and hig- 
way expansion concerns 
facing the nearby Orchard 
Heights and Applewood 
communities.

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Make ballooning Ontario public sector salaries 


a campaign issue, says Fraser Institute

With an Ontario election a 
few months away, an eco- 
nomic think tank wants bal- 
looning public sector salaries 
to be a campaign issue. 

“100% it should be a topic,” 
says Charles Lammam, Direc- 
tor of Fiscal Studies with the 
Fraser Institute. 

“If you're considering the 
Progressive Conservatives, 
they've outlined a plan, look- 
ing for savings to help manage 
the budget. Here’s a great area 
to look for those savings,” he 
said from his office in Vancou- 
ver. 

Lamman notes the govern- 
ing Liberals have “greatly in- 
creased government debt, 
nearly doubling it in the 
course of the last decade. 
Here’s an area where they can 
rein in government spending.” 

One could forgive the Tories 
for wanting to steer clear of 
the issue in this coming elec- 
tion. 

The matter of public sector 
workers was a landmine for 
the PCs in 2014 when then 
leader Tim Hudak vowed to 


cut 100,000 public sector jobs, 
including teachers, and prom- 
ised to get rid of “gold-plated” 
civil service pension plans in 
order to get the provincial fi- 
nances in order. 

The campaign promise 
proved unpopular and the PCs 
went on to lose the election to 
Kathleen Wynne’s Liberals. 

Despite that, Lamman says 
it’s “important to get the gov- 


ernment pay issue right be- 
cause its half of what the 
provincial government spends 
each year. 

"Given the significant pay 
differential (between_ public 
and private salaries), they can 
save a lot of money without 
hurting the services Ontarians 
value and want to maintain.” 

Public service salaries are on 
average, around 11 per cent 


higher than those in the pri- 
vate sector. They also gener- 
ally include more generous 
pension and vacation pack- 
ages. 

In Ontario, more than half 
of government spending goes 
towards paying government 
workers. It’s a huge part of the 
provincial budget. 

In last year’s provincial 
budget, the Liberal govern- 


ment finally managed to elim- 
inate its deficit after a decade 
of shortfalls. The provincial 
debt continued to rise how- 
ever and is projected to grow 
to $336 billion by 2019-2020. 


Aligning government 
salaries to something closer to 
rivate ones would save bil- 
ions of dollars. The Fraser In- 
stitute says getting a handle on 
those public salaries would 


have no impact on services. 

"It’s just pay that is benefit 
ting a certain group of workers 
at the expense of others.” 

The impact on the econom 
of disproportionally highey 
public service salaries ma’ 
also be a concern. 

“There’s an indirect effec 
when you have more govern 
ment debt, that could have 4 
chilling effect on the economy 
Investors look at a jurisdictio 
and the shortfalls and deficitg 
governments run, increased 
debt burden is an indicator o 
higher taxes in the future 
Debts today are just deferring 
taxes into the future.” 

“By having larger pay pack. 
ages, it is driving up the tota 


ernment spending. There is 
research th 

taxes and increased govern 
ment spending can have 4 
dulling effect on economid 
performance,” Lamman said.

Mississauga approves Vision Zero framework

Mississauga Council ap- 
proved a motion last week 
to adopt a framework that 
aims to reduce motor vehi- 
cle collisions, a growing 
concern in the city core. 

The Vision Zero Road 
Safety Framework was 
unanimously passed after 
being brought forward by 
the recently-reinstated 
Road Safety Committee. 

Ward 9 Councillor Pat 
Saito, who chairs the com- 
mittee, said that safety on 
the roads is the city’s re- 
sponsibility. She also added 
that there is a difference be- 
tween the City’s motion and 
a like-minded framework 
approved by the Region of 
Peel, pointing to the nature 


of timing. 

“Mississauga roads are 
different than those in other 
municipalities, so it makes 
sense that we give ourselves 
time to evaluate the pro- 
gram instead of choosing an 
arbitrary number of fatality 
and injury reductions that 
we hope to see in coming 
years,” she said. 

Transportation commis- 
sioner Geoff Wright said 
that in addition to the city’s 
recently initiated road 
safety program, staff will 
also be looking to develop a 
plan on how Vision Zero can 
be achieved through the 
city’s engineering, enforce- 
ment and educational re- 
sources. 


Saito also noted that city 
staff will begin examining 
major roadways for prob- 
lem areas, noted Saito, and 
that the process may cause 
delays for drivers that “want 
to zip through a community 
without any consideration 
for pedestrians or cyclists.” 

“Tam enthusiastic that we 
can move forward and make 
our roads much, much 
safer,” added Saito. 

Other areas suggested by 
city staff as part of the safety 
framework include reducing 
impaired driving, improv- 
ing road infrastructure, im- 
plementing lower speed 
limits and increasing pedes- 
trian and cyclist safety.

with severe asthma.

Eosinophils are a type 
of white blood cell that 
are a normal part of the 
body's immune system. 
Elevated levels of 
eosinophils, seen in 
about half of severe 
asthma patients, impact 
airway inflammation and 
airway hyper-responsive- 
ness, resulting in in- 
creased asthma severity 
and symptoms, de- 
creased lung function, 
and increased risk of ex- 
acerbations. 


The Health Canada ap- 

roval is based on results 
rom the WINDWARD 
clinical program, includ- 
ing the pivotal Phase III 
exacerbation trials. 

Astra-Zeneca’s VP of 
Scientific Affairs, Dr. Neil 
Maresky, said that the 
approval marks a signifi- 
cant milestone for pa- 
tients with severe 
asthma.

Sewage Bypass Reporting Act Needs to be Passed before the Election

Last year, I introduced a 
private members bill that 
would seek to address the 
issue of sewage bypassing in 
Ontario. 

Sewage bypasses occur 
when the capacity of a treat- 
ment plant is overwhelmed, 
normally due to heavy rain, 
which causes untreated or 
partially treated sewage to 
discharge into local water- 
ways. 

This is primarily done to 
protect homes and_busi- 
nesses from the sewage sys- 
tem backing up and flooding 
basements. 

My proposed legislation - 
The Sewage Bypass Report- 
ing Act, or Bill 141, if passed, 
would require the Ministry of 
Environment to publically 
report when and where a by- 
pass occurs. 

The intent of the legislation 
is to provide residents infor- 
mation about when sewage 
bypasses occur, so they can 
make safe and educated de- 
cisions about how they use 
their local waterways. 

Second, the public report- 
ing of sewage bypasses will 
help residents understand 
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the importance of making 
the necessary investments in 
infrastructure, like sewage 
treatment plants and pipes. 

It is important to note that 
municipalities must report 
instances of sewage bypasses 
to the Ministry of Environ- 
ment, but it is the ministry 
that has so far refused to 
ie that information pub- 

ic. 

The Ministry seems to be- 
lieve that municipalities 
could _ publically report 
sewage bypasses themselves. 

I disagree. There are 444 
municipalities in the 
province of Ontario, includ- 
ing many small municipali- 
ties with limited staff. The 
Ministry already has the in- 
formation and a centralized 
website will make it easier for 
residents to access the infor- 
mation. 

Since the introduction of 
Bill 141, I have received sup- 
port from over 50 municipal- 
ities and organizations across 
Ontario. 

I have learned through 
government data, obtained 
by my office, that in 2016, 6.5 
billion litres of partially or 


untreated sewage was by- 
passed into Ontario water- 
ways. Unfortunately, the 
Liberal government has so 
far refused to release the 
2017 data. 

It is clear that the govern- 
ment does not want Ontari- 
ans to know how many 
sewage bypasses have oc- 
curred. 

Over the last couple of 
weeks, we have had a signifi- 
cant amount of precipitation 
and flooding in Ontario. I 
know that heavy rain and 
flooding is heavily correlated 
with instances of sewage by- 
passes, because our sewers 
are simply overwhelmed. 

For example, the City of 
Toronto, which is one of the 
only municipalities that 
proactively reports instances 
of sewage bypasses, sent out 
notices via twitter on Febru- 
ary 21st and 22nd informing 
residents of bypasses at its 
Humber wastewater plant. 

Iam concerned that during 
the rain and flooding over 
the last few weeks there have 
been a significant number of 
sewage bypasses, but they 
have gone unreported to the
